C athedral City m ay have a 
com m unity-organized bank in op­ 
eration by next fall according to 
inform ation uncovered by a Des­ 
ert Sun reporter and confirmed 
yesterday by Bill H illery, Cathe­ 
d ral City realtor. 
A pplication for a charter for 
the bank w ith a tentative cap­ 
italization of $100,000 and with 
no 
more than 15 to 20 stock­ 
holders was filed w ith the Cali­ 
fornia State Banking Commission 
60 days ago, H illery said. 


THE FIRST inspection of the 
area which the bank would servo 
has already been m ade by a state 
banking official. Before a charter 
can be granted an official of the 
U nited S tates Bank 
Insurance 
corporation, 
a 
federal 
agency 
w ill have to study the application 
and inspect the area as well, it 
is reported, and that will take 
from three to four m ore months. 
H illery w arned, how ever, that 
only one in tw elve applications 
are approved but th a t there is 
great hope on the p art of busi­ 
nessm en in C athedral City that 
a charter will be granted there. 
“Such a bank would lend itself 
im m easurably to the developm ent 
of the area east of Palm Springs 
all the way to Indio,” declared 
H illery. 


IDEA FOR THE CREATION 
of a C athedral City bank was 
first broached by H illery when 
his friend Lee Dickinson, agent 
for the A laskan Steam ship com­ 
p a n y , stopped at his home early 
¿•is w inter in company w ith O. A. 
' rgerson, 
r e t i r e d 
Alaskan 
banker. 
Torgerson at the tim e, had re­ 
cently disposed of his interests in 
the Kodiak bank w hich he had 
organized in Alaska. His experi­ 
ence in the banking world in­ 
cludes m any years in the Puget 
Sound area of W ashington and 
others. Fifteen years ago, he took 
over 
the m anagem ent of two 
Cordovo, Alaska banks which had 
been merged. He rem ained as 
president of th at organization for 
seven years until he w ent to 
K odiak w here he rem ained an­ 
other seven years. 


TORGERSON then retired due 
to ill health and was en route to 
Mexico w hen he and Dickinson 
paid Hillery a visit. The organi­ 
zation of a bank in C athedral 
City became the chief topic of

H illery said both m en on their

tained by the city and the Palm 
Springs Comm unity Hospital to 
aid in obtaining portions of Tor- 
new General Hospital at a price 
either can afford to pay. It was 
m ade public yesterday by Lyle 
Newcomer, local attorney, who is 
also acting for both th e city and 
the hospital. 
The letter stated th at a special 
am endm ent 
introduced 
in 
the 
house by Congressman John P hil­ 
lips when the original am end­ 
m ent was brought up and passed, 
there failed to pass in the senate. 
Phillips’ am endm ent would have 
provided 50 per cent discount on 
properties sought by governm ents 
for adm inistartion purposes. The 
original 
am endm ent 
provided 
such a discount for recreational, 
educational and park uses, only. 
The senate’s action threw the 
house am endm ent into conference 
w h e r e the 
adm inistrative-use 
clause was elim inated and the 
compromise bill was later passed 
by both houses.

Establishm ent of a m ajor race 
track in the desert area a few 
miles east of Palm Springs as 
broached last week are “slim ” 
according to Stan C arter, w riting 
in the Riverside Enterprise yes­ 
terday following a discussion of 
the proposed plant w ith Alfred E. 
Fiske, secretary of the California 
Racing board. 
At yesterday’s meeting, super­ 
visors placed the entire affair in 
the hands of county counsel. 
County supervisors and A bra­ 
ham Teitelbaum , Chicago capital­ 
ist. met a few days ago at Indio 
and went over plans for a m ajor 
horse plant on a desert site near 
the Village. 


SUPERVISORS 
heard 
Tietel- 
baum 's plans and took them u n ­ 
der consideration. The local oval 
was to be of m ajor league pro­ 
portions 
a n d 
a 
m ajor-length 
meet. 45 to 50 days, was sought. 
According to Carter. Fiske told 
him that even a 10-day season 
would be h ard to get. 
In Teitelbaum ’s presentation to 
supervisors he suggested that the 
track be associated w ith the coun­ 
ty fair and date festival at Indio 
and that the county take ow ner­ 
ship of the plan and lease it back 
to him. 


FISKE SAID that even a 10- 
day season would have to be u n ­ 
der independent auspices and not 
the county fair. Fiske told C arter 
that 
a 
county fair association 
would not get more than four or 
five days. 
C arter said that Fiske based 
his statem ents on the state law 
and on the policy of the racing 
board as indicated in handling 
other county fair m atters. 


FISKE SAID that if a County 
Fair is to have racing, it m ust 
sponsor the racing directly. 
The 
State A gricultural Code provides, 
he pointed out, "th at a County 
Fair is not perm itted to lease its 
tracks to private interests, ac­ 
cording to Section 92 of the State 
A gricultural Code.” 
“If a racing season w ere set up 
under the County Fair,” Fiske 
added, “it would probably not be 
allowed m ore than four or five 
days.”

State Senator Nelson Dilworth, 
re-elected at Tuesday’s primary, 
called attention of county voters 
to a measure on the November 
ballot which threatens to offset 
the balance of power between 
urban and rural districts in the 
state. 
The measure would change the 
state constitution to put state 
senate districts on a population 
instead of geographical basis. 


IF 
SUCCESSFUL, 
Dilworth 
said, the metropolitan areas of 
Los Angeles and San Francisco 
would have the bulk of the rep­ 
resentation in the senate as they 
now have in the assembly and 
the rural districts would suffer. 
At present the division between 
the two houses in the state is 
similar to the national set-up. 
Assemblymen are elected on a 
population basis and each county 
is allowed two senators.

said 
that if Riverside county residents 
are wise and wish to keep a fair

>2 teaspoon 
dry m ustard 
>4 teaspoon 
sage 
Vi teaspoon 
salt 
1 cup stock 
1 teaspoon w hite sugar 
1/8 teaspoon basil 
2 tablespoons flour 
2 tablespoons w ater 
"Cook and m ash the potato. 
Crumble up the spiced pork in 
little pieces.

It rained rain drops in Palm Springs last Sunday night. 
It also rained fuzzy daffy-dills in New York City when Mr. 
Henry Agard Wallace delivered another of his tirades against 
America’s “short-comings.” The heavy clouds over Mt. San 
Jacinto caused a bit of static when the third pary candidate 
broadcast over the air, via San Francisco. 'Could it have 
been that old San Jacinto—famous western landmark—was 
trying to shut him out? 
Mr. W allace's first topic was 
housing for veterans. He said—if 
elected President—he will see to 
it that 4.000,000 houses will be 
b uilt in the next two years. Let us 
tak e a look at statistics. 
When 
Franklin Roosevelt was President, 
M r. 
Wallace—like 
H arry Hop­ 
kins—was one of the Chief E x­ 
ecutive’s righ hand bowers. Not 
only was Mr. W allace the Vice 
President of the U nited States— 
he was on the Cabinet, too, as 
Secretary of Commerce. 
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From the inception of the Navy Department a century ami a half ago 
American warships have vastly changed from wooden frigates and 
privateers to steel-hulled battleships, cruisers, and carriers, but the 
will to fight in defense of America has undergone no transition.

The Fight Against Nature 


(The Rev. John Macartney, pastor emeritus of Community 
church here en route on a summer tour to Vermont and later to 
Puget Sound, today sends in another installment of his travel 
articles, dealing this time with the Imperial Valley where he went 
each Sunday during the season on a pulpit assignment.)

’ 
There is a real thrill in the 
story that concerns w ater. Many 
attem pts have been m ade to tell 
the story in fiction but no crea­ 
tion of the novelist’s brain such 
as that of H arold Bell W right in 
“The W inning of B arbara W orth” 
can com pare w ith the plain u n ­ 
varnished tale of early settlers in 
Im perial Valley and their battle 
with the turbulent Colorado. 
Starting aw ay back 
in 1849 
when Mr. W ozeneraft envisioned 
the w atering of this w aste, exactly 
as it came about; on through the 
years th at the Ideas possessed the 
soul of th at courageous engineer, 
Charles Robinson Rockwood; on 
through th e exciting arrival of 
m ultitudes who came in response 
to the new s th at went out that 
w ater was flowing; on through 
the years th at the settlers battled 
with the wild river; finally being 
forced to call upon the Southern 
Pacific R ailroad company and the 
U. S. G overnm ent to save them 
from utter ruin. It’s a thrilling 
story. 


THEN CAME the period of re ­ 
adjustm ent and the final acquisi­ 
tion of the distribution system, 
until the m ighty river w as corral­ 
led, subdued and controlled be­ 
hind concrete dam s in th e upper 
basin. 
Through it all runs a story of 
thrills, full of trium phs, through 
defeats; full of bitterness, full of 
tragedy m ixed w ith very little 
comedy, the story is th at of a 
people's fight with the elem ents 
of nature, a story which has not 
only challenged the adm iration 
of the state and the nation but 
also of the world.

the 
w aters of the Gulf of Mexico ex ­ 
tended as far north as the Chuck- 
w alla m ountains. 
The entire region experienced an 
uplifting 
process th at 
changed 
the entire area from salt to fresh 
w ater, cutting off the head of 
the G ulf of California. 
At the sam e tim e these great 
forces of nature w ere working, 
the basin was being filled w ith 
alluvial deposits from the Colo­ 
rado river. 
S t a n d 
anyw here 
along the 
G rand Canyon of the Colorado, a 
mile 
deep 
and 
m iles 
across, 
through w hich that riv er had torn 
it way and gouged out billions of 
tons of soil, carrying the silt from 
the upper regions to m ake a vast 
delta. 


THE RIVER built levees for it­ 
self, allow ing the plain region to 
dry up. Then it would break out 
again and again fill th e basin. 
The w hole region slopes from 
south to north, from above sea 
level to 287 feet below. 
This periodic system of over­ 
flow would be continuing to this 
day but for the settlem ent of the 
region and the battle to control 
the river w hich was consum ated 
in 1907. 
It was aw ay back in 1540 the 
actual discovery of the Colorado 
took place. 
In 1542 Don Lopez de Cardenas 
m ade a trip across w hat is now 
northern Arizona and discovered 
the G rand Canyon of th e Colo­ 
rado. 


THIS 
MIGHTY 
CHASM did 
not seem to im press the Spaniards 
very m uch for it rem ained unex­ 
plored for the next 327 years. 
Along about 1775-1776 both ec­ 
clesiastical and m ilitary pioneers 
m ade th eir way into this region 
and established Missions. 
Each 
mission had to have it Presidio 
m anned by eight leatherjackets 
to protect it. 
First am ong them all and most 
successful was F ather Junípero 
Sera. He itineraáed up and down 
the coast w ith a zeal and perse­ 
verance. that was superb. As far 
as San Francisco and San Rafael. 
T urbulent years followed. 


COMPLAINTS from Am ericans 
in California in 1846, th at they 
w ere suffering from threats and 
insults 
from 
the 
Californians, 
brought Colonel Philip K earny 
to take a troop and proceed to 
San Diego. Surveyors and engi­ 
neers accom panied the expedi­ 
tion. 
The colum n reached the Colo­ 
rado below the m outh of the Gila 
river Nov. 25, 1846, after four 
m onths of hard going th at left 
the men and horses in bad shape. 
They forded the riv er w here it 
was four feet deep and 1500 feet 
wide. 
Taking a 
northerly direction 
they came upon the sand hills 
which they skirted. 
At daw n next day every man 
took a bunch of grass tied behind 
his saddle, the venturesom e cav- 
elrym en guided by a captured 
Spaniard headed for th e Alamo 
w hich they found dry. 
They dug pits 15 feet deep

w hich furnished a sm all supply of 
w ater. The m en drank first and 
then th e horses. 


THE NEXT DAY they headed 
straight into the desert and by 
the m iddle of the afternoon many 
of the m en and horses w ere com­ 
pletely 
exhausted. 
The 
guides 
told of a stagnant lake but said 
its w aters were unfit to drink be­ 
cause of the dead anim als and 
birds th a t lay around its edges. 
The lake, possibly the rem nants 
of L ake Cameron was reached at 
8 p.m. The w ater was u tterly u n ­ 
fit for m an or beast to drink, al­ 
though several of the troopers 
could not be kept from drinking 
the brackish w aters w hich only 
increased their thirst. 
A fter a short rest the column 
moved forw ard on a forced night 
march. A t daw n the m en w ere all 
favoring their m ounts by m arch­ 
ing by their sides. They dragged 
along 
tow ard 
the 
m ountains 
which had been in sight for four 
days, and at noon found w ater at 
Carris’co Creek. 


THE DESERT TRIP from w a­ 
ter to w ater of ninety m iles was 
extrem ely w earing on the men 
and w hen they reached the w est­ 
ern sides of the m ountain they 
suffered from extrem e cold and 
were drenched by rainstorm s. 
They w ere in extrem ely poor 
shape to meet the expert horse­ 
men of the Spaniards and M exi­ 
cans in the valley of San Pasqual, 
w here heavy losses w ere sustain­ 
ed, in C alifornia’s only real b at­ 
tle. 


SO SCANT is the rainfall in 
the low er regions of the valley 
around Brawley and El Centro 
that th e settlers do not w ish it to 
rain. So that recently w hen we 
were praying for rain in other 
parts of California, we had to re ­ 
frain from praying for rain in 
that particular valley. They de­ 
pend entirely upon the steady 
flow of the irrigation w aters. In ­ 
deed dow n there they have w hat 
are called "Mud H olidays” does 
rain and soft adobe becomes a sea 
of mud, so that the school busses 
cannot get about to assem ble the 
children and such as do assemble 
bring in such blobs of m ud as to 
make th e schoolrooms a mess. 
So th a t the children rejoice in 
Mud Holidays. 


IT W AS IN 1907 that the final 
battle 
against 
the 
river 
was 
waged. It had broken through its 
levee. T he whole river w as flow ­ 
ing into the valley tow ard w hat 
is now Saltón Sea. Leaving the 
bed of th e river dry. 
Once in the valley the river 
spread to w idth of 8-10 miles, 
then 
it 
divided 
into 
separate 
stream s that gouged out great 
gullies leading down tow ard Sal­ 
tón Sea. 
Thousands of acres of crops 
w ere 
destroyed 
and 
thousands 
more w ere so badly eroded that 
the land can never again be culti­ 
vated. 
The w orks of the Liverpool 
Salt w orks w ere 60 feet under 
water. T he cutting back was the 
most dangerous feature of the 
flood, for as is the case w ith Ni­ 
agara Falls, w hich is cutting back 
some distance each year, the tu m ­ 
bling 
w aters 
of 
the 
Colorado 
w ashed against the low er strata 
and it m elted like pow dered sugar 
cutting back as it w orked up­ 
stream as much as 1500-4000 feet 
a day, leaving behind it a deep 
ever-w idening gorge. 


THE 
CHANNEL 
rem ains 
to 
this day m ute evidence of the 
great flood. It varies in depth 
from 50-80 feet w ith an average 
w idth of 1000 feet and is more 
than 40 miles long. The soil thus 
gouged out was nearly four times 
as m uch as the digging for the 
Panam a Canal. 
F ailure to induce the Federal 
G overnm ent to 
come 
to 
their 
rescue, final appeals w ere made 
to the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
which w ould be the largest sin­ 
gle looser, a herculean effort was 
m ade to close the gap. 
In two 
weeks 
3000 flat cars loads of 
huge rocks, clay and gravel w ere 
dum ped into the sw irling w aters 
and on Nov. 4, 1906, th e flow of 
the m ain breach was tem porarily 
closed. 
A m onth later a flood poured 
into th e Colorado from the Gila 
river an d threatened to re-open 
the gap to the Saltón Sea, and 
forced the railroad com pany to 
renew 
its 
tedious 
and 
costly 
struggle. The battle ended sue 
cessfully in February, 1907. 
The valley thereafter enjoyed 
an uneasy peace until the con­ 
struction of the Boulder Dam 
more th an a q uarter of a century 
later brought perm anent security 
to those who had so long lived 


A d v tr tin m tn t 


under th e uncertain m ercy of the 
great river. 
And 
now 
prosperous 
cities, 
thousands of com fortable homes, 
splendid schools and flourishing 
churches dot the whole valley 
and the turbulent w aters of the 
Colorado 
have 
indeed 
become 
like th e river described in the 
Bible, by whose banks grew the 
tree of life bearing tw elve m an­ 
ner of fruits and yielded her fruit 
every month.
